The Nebraska challenger was 
arrested on the spot and yet Ian 
guishes in jail, for conduct like this 
but we understand Judge POBTEB is 
still at large. 


The Solid Bontb. 


This term, as used by Republican 
speakers and writers, means primarily 
sixteen of 
the 
United 
(State 
entitled in 1880, as they were in 1876 
to cast 138 electoral votes. 
In 
larger sense the Democratic party is 
meant. A late writer in the Qaeeite 
of this city thus expresses the latter 
idea: "The South to-day (National 
Democrats,) are just the same as they 
were in 186.0 and 1861." 


The 
Indianapolis writer, whose 
military essay we noticed a few day 
ago seems to have a very vivid and 
terrible idea of the solid South. 
To 
him it is! 


"A tangible and living reality; 
vast army drawn up in battle array 
its front facing Northward, and ex 
tending in an unbroken line from the 
Delaware to the Bio Grande." 


"It holds every inch of ground 
south of Mason and Dixon's line, with 
its political military organization." 


"It has conquered and now occupies 
every State that was cursed by the 
blight of human bondage before the 
slave holder's rebellion," &c., Ac. 


It is quite evident from that de 
scriptioH that the writer of it feign 
or feels a big scare, and his manifest 
purpose is to "fire the Northern heart" 
to the necessary solidity for the pur- 
poses of the Republican party. Wl at 
that party wants, and would like to 
have, is a solid North, or twenty- two 
States against sixteen, or 231 electoral 
votes against 138. 
The measure of 
its revenge and ambition and happi 
ness would then be full, and the days 
of its power indefinite, • if not perpet 
UFTL. 


Now there are palpable signs that 
the majority of 
the 
people 
of 
United 
States, for good reasonn 
are 
more 
afraid 
of 
the 
Republican party than they are of 
a solifl South, and that they will fail 
to please the Republican leaders and 
zealots by voting as a solid North for 
GABPIELD in 1880. 


Let us look a little at facts and 
figures and they will show neither a 
solid North nor a solid South. 'It is 
surprising that Republicans should 
include in the solid South not only 
the eleven States which attempted to 
secede from the Union in 1861, but 
also 
five 
States, 
West 
Vir- 
ginia, Delaware,

I. In the sixteen States called the 
solid South, there were cast 1,106,s

7,137 for COOPBB; Gr^nback, and 
even 892 for Smith, Prohibition. 


II. In the same States there were 
cast for TJLDEN, Democrat, 1,614,190 
votes, or a majority over HAYES of 
507,479, or over all of 499,400. 


III. In the twenty-two state8,which 
Republicans desire to make the solid 
North, there were cast for HAYES, 
2,926,534 votes; for TILDEN, 2,670,- 
065 votes; ior COOFEB, 74,600 votes 
for SMITH, 8,630; making a total of 
5,679,829 votes, or a majority for 
HAYES over TILDEN of 255,469, and 
over all of 172,239. 


IV. In the three great States of 
New York, Pennsylvania and Ohio, 
casting 2,415,316 votes, or over one- 
fourth of the entire vote of the Uni 
ted States, 1,211,289 Democratic, and 
1,204,027 Republican votes were cast, 
or a majority of 7,260 Democratic 
votes. 


While, therefore, the Democratic 
candidate received 1,614,190 votes in 
sixteen Southern, or solid 
South 
States, he received 2,670,065 votes in 
twenty two Northern States. Where 
is the solid North or solid South in 
these figures? The fear of either is 
chimera. 


In his speech at Rome City on the 
10th inst., the Republican candidate 
for Congress, Judge TAYLOB, said: 


"I point out without malice, heat 
or exaggeration, the fact that in near- 
ly half the States of the Union, one of 
the great political parties of the 
country has been apparently annihi 
lated." 


Is that statement true? Are sixteen 
thehalf of thirty-eight? Are 2,720,951, 
the aggregate Southern vote, half of 
8,408,819 the whole vote of 
the 
Union? 


Do the figures above given show 
that either the Democratic party is 
"annihilated" in the North, or the 
Republican party "annihilated" in 
the South? Do they show that there 
are only 1,106,761 Northern votes in 
the South, while there are nearly 2/ 
700,000 Southern votes (aa Republi- 
cans would call them) in the North, 
and that, therefore, the Republican 
party in the South is "annihilated?" 
Can any party be truly said to be even 
apparently annihilated," which at 
the last election of 1876 cast over

To assert the contrary would 
be to reflect upon the party of all the 
patriotism and great moral ideas. We 
will not so assert, but simply, as is 
our right, claim that .at least the 
2,670,000 Northern voters were not 
Southern voters, but Democratic and 
Union voters, and that they, as well 
as the 1,014,000 Southern voters, who 
voted for TILDEN, were as good and 
patriotic men as those who voted 
against him,
